Buses and trucks cannot escape “oppressive regulation’’ 
unless ihe policy toward other public service and transporta­ 
tion companies is made more constructive. 
the treory of regulation, when it was adopted, was to 
serve the public. 
The question is how far a business can be 
handicapped and paralyzed in its ability to m eet changing con­ 
ditions quickly, and still serve the public. 


One of the basic theories of public regulation of busi­ 
ness is to give the people service on a basis of equality to all— 
no special privileges or special rates. 
From this sound prin­ 
ciple, as a beginning, regulation has been extended until the 
regulators are today the virtual managers and operators of the 
businesses affected, without any of the responsibilities of own­ 
ership or financial liability. 


lliere is a growing question in the 
minds 
of 
many 
people whether this type of “regulation’’ is not failing in the 
primary purpose of regulation, namely, service to the public. 
Apparently such regulation is destroying public service, ruining 
the investments of millions of stockholders and preventing need­ 
ed developments which capital is discouraged from attempting 
for fear of actual confiscation by either present or future re­ 
strictive measures which will be heaped upon it. 
Bus and truck companies which use the public highw ays,■ 
are in even a worse position than industries operating on private-1 
3y owned property for as their business grows they can look for- - 
ward only to more political interefer^ice than have the railroads 
unless our present theory of regulation is broadened so as to en­ 
courage rather than discourage private enterprise in public ser­ 
vice field1-.
